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A HIGHLAND FLING -- MANHATTAN STYLE 


The haunting strains of bagpipes drifted across the quay last week 
setting a Celtic mood for the Harris Tweed Association fashion 
show/cruise. This was part of a campaign to dispatch any prior 
notions that Harris Tweed is strictly for "country gentry" -- by 
providing fine examples of the versatility and contemporary design 
potential of this classic cloth. 


Lighter weights, an expanded color spectrum, and updated patterns 
inspired the featured designers who brought a refreshingly 
updated mood of town to country tweeds. The color palette was 
breathtaking, from the flora-inspired peat, soft grey and verdant 
hues, to subtle heather pastels and dazzling brights (tangerine, 
citrus green, violet, red). 


ELEGANCE WITH A TWIST 


Highlights: 


JOE CASELY HAYFORD's trademarks are sewn down lapels and unusually 
placed pockets, as was demonstrated by his classic man's brown 
mottled tweed jacket with widened lapel. A 3/4 length tangerine 
tweed coat with slanted, flapped pockets dazzled as an off the 
neck collar and a fitted bodice swept down into a flaring swirl. 

A narrow black border enhanced the hem and was mirrored in the 
tangerine trim of a cream, knee hovering swing skirt. 


ALLY CAPELLINO's designs were understated with an aura of up- 
dated classicism. A man's four-button suit in peat, with high 
notched lapels and gently sloping shoulders, exuded an air of 
contemporary ease. While a blue topper with large flapped 
patch pockets and exaggerated lapels, belted snugly over a 
matching slim skirt.

ARABELLA POLLEN, who designs for Princess Diana, showed a chic two-piece, comprised 
of a snappy sky blue, short fitted jacket with waist emphasizing flap pockets.

VIVIENNE WESTWOOD's unique "Armadillo" outfit in brown tweed, 
epitomized fashion ingenuity. A collarless, capped man's jacket 
with detachable buckled-on sleeves, emphasized the armor-like 
effect with elbow cut-outs. A Sherlock Holmes hat, complete 
with ear flaps "capped off" this witty outfit. A blue 
speckled tweed abbreviated jacket topped a gathered 
skirt with an interesting above-the-knee frilled hem 
for a young "Ms. Marple" look. 


A special tribute was paid to BILL GIBB, the legendary 
evening wear designer and native Scot who, before 

his death last year, designed two "Hiawatha-inspired" 
daywear ensembles for Harris Tweed. Green, wine, 

and grey skirts with dipping hems, tunics and . 

pleated sleeved jackets, feathered edge stitching, 
beading and fringes combined North American Indian 
designs with Celtic cloth. This reinforcing of historic 
connections created a dramatic close to a superb show. 


SUIT YOURSELF: SPRING '89 SUIT REVIEW 


The focus for Spring is on elegance with a twist, and a wink at the 60's. Designers 
have pulled out all the stops in trying to provide women with attractive, well made 
merchandise. Their key word for Spring -- options! 


SILHOUETTES: Jewel-necked long and lean jackets, the Spencer, the blazer, the "Versace" 
body, the 60's influenced cropped jacket (some with draped portrait collars) the fitted 
cardigan, cutaway peplum, and the important short-sleeved suit. 


FABRICS: Silk jacquard (many in bright prints and florals), linen, viscose, rayon blends, 
piques, lightweight gabardine and leather and suede which adapt to color beautifully. 


COLORS: Fuchsia, melon, red, teal, bubble gum pink, and yellow are a few of the newly , 
softened Spring brights. Also, black, white and a resurgence of the face powder neutrals 


(cream, taupe, ivory, bisque).

THE LOOKS 


Menswear: One of Fall's strongest suit directions, this back to the (not so) basic 
approach continues for Spring in a softer vein. Important to this look are subtle 
patterns. Quiet glen plaids, windowpanes, birds-eye tweeds, shadow checks, twills 
and engineered stripes in neutral colorations predominate. 
















Shapes take a turn on the classic, with the double-breasted 6-button 
blazer and the gently refined cardigan leading the way. Some

Pantsuit: All the modern elements are here: clean 
lines, comfort and ease. This is a "look," out 
in full force for Spring. Tailored trousers 
with Spencer jackets or peak lapel 

blazers offer sophistication and chic, 

while avoiding the hemline issue. 










The "dandy" returns in GEORGE SIMONTON's navy double 
breasted chalk stripe, with white lace collar. 

PSI plays up the clean crisp look in a cream 
rayon/silk elongated single button blazer, 

piped in black. 


Bright Lights/Big City: Glamour and sophistication are in 
bright colors that are newly lightened. The key shapes 


turn up in suits that make an easy transition from day 
to evening with merely a change of accessories. 


Couture like details -- a pin-dot cotton satin suit in navy and a knockout sarong 
skirted suit in red fibranne by ST. GILLIAN. NOVIELLO/BLOOM offers a raw silk 
fitted jacket with an asymmetric closure over a slim 26" skirt (option of pants) 
in dazzling fuchsia. The important short sleeve, double breasted linen blend suit 
with pocket handkerchief is a winner in red from OLEG CASSINI. And -- retro 60's 
comes alive with BEGEDOR ITALIA's portrait collar, fitted cropped jacket in 
meltingly soft lamb in pastels or brights (skirt or wide legged pant option). 





HATS OFF TO SPRING '89 


There seems to be a consensus from couturiers and ready-to-wear designers that a 
distinquished "topper" enhances the easy elegance permeating their collections. 

This resurgence of interest in hats has been gaining momentum and is likely to reach 
a crescendo for Spring '89. 


Straw is the favored fabrication, with Toyo, a white paper/straw material adding 
textural interest with its nubby finish. Linen and cotton offer stylish alter- 
natives. 


The mood is distinctly nostalgic, demonstrated by the cloche - reminiscent of the 
20's - worn off-the-face, and by the "French Convent School" Panama, with simple 
ribbon adornment. A hint of the van Eyck Flemish school is evident in expanded 
deeper crowns. The vintage chapeau charts a nautical course with the straw-boater 
(perfect for sailing down the Hudson), the sou'wester, and the chic beret a la 
Chanel, which is a major Spring story, with its inimitable ribbon and bow tie. 

The 50's is represented by the saucer's jaunty elegance, worn perched at an angle, 
or by the classic portrait. The one-of-a-kind hat comes into its own, especially 
for evenings, when a touch of the outrageous will spice up any cocktail party. 


Straw is featured "au natural" or in delicious dusty Santa Fe brights - particularly 
effective when juxtaposed in a contrasted brim edge or trim. Nauticals and 

classics remain patriotically red, white and blue. Pastels will take their bow for 
early Spring, while earthy neutrals lend an air of sophistication. Trims run the 
gamut from scarf-wrapped crowns and ribbon banding to understated bows and roses.

A classic collection of elegant toppers with an accent on sheerness in fabrication. 
This is typified by the straw portrait with hair-braid brim or by chiffon, tulle or 
organza trims.
